TWO POLICEMEN KILLED 
BY SYRIAN FIRE

JERUSALEM 

Tension along the Syrian Israch 
horder has heightened as a resul of a 
new incident on the north-castern shores 
of the Sea ot Gahice where, on Sunday. 
two JIsrach policemen were kiiled by 
Syrian fire. 

Iwo other policemen were captured 
and the Isracl Forcign Ministry sent a 
warming to the Syrian authorities through 
the U.N. Truce Supervision Organisation 
that israc! would lake ihe mecessary 
measures to silence Syrian fire and save 
the lives of the wounded if tt Dolic 
men were not released The. bodies of 
the two men who were killed were later 
handed over. 

The incident occurred when an Israeli 
police boat on routine patrol went 
aground on the north-castern shore, im 
Isracli territory. A second boat was sent 
to tts aid and it was the crew of this

Last week Israeli fishing vessels on the 
Sea of Galilee were fired on three times 
by Syrian battcrics Similar incidents 
last December led to an Isracli attack 
on Syrian positions, resulting in the death 
of S6 Syrians and six Israelis

AUSTRIA AND GERMANY 


THE decision of the Israeli Govern- 
ment to establish a legation in Vienna 
and of the Austrian Government to 
do likewise in Jerusalem, as reported 
last week, inevitably arouses specula- 
lion as to whether, and if so how 
soon, this will lead to similar action 
in the case of Western Germany. Ttade 
relations between Israel and Austria 
in the past few years have been 
developing on an extensive scale. and 
there has been an Israeli Consulate in 
Vienna for some years. This has been 
due largely to the fact that Austria 
has been treated by the Allies not as 
directly culpable in the matter of war 
crimes but as being herself a victim of 
HITLER'’s aggression. The exchange of 
legations, therefore, results from this 


more lenient view and is not likely 
to lead to much protest in Israel. 
Relations with Germany, however. are 
on a more delicate footing. Any step 
towards the establishment of diplo- 
matic relations here must take into 


account not only the views and feel- 
ings of Israelis but also those of Jewish 


people the world over, who feel a 


particular interest in this question. ° It 
is Only natural, therefore. that the 
Israeli Government should he 
approaching the subject with the 


greatest caution—an attitude which is 
fully appreciated in Bonn. But again 
in this instance trade relations have 
already been established, and because 
of German reparations to Israel con- 
tacts are increasing daily. The Israeli 
trade mission in Cologne numbers 
hundreds of persons, and its head. 
Dr. SHINNAR, is by necessity virtually 
Israel's diplomatic representative in 
Germany in everything but in name. 
From all accounts. the Israeli 
Government. moved as it must be bv 
realistic considerations, is thinking of 
taking the final step But. however 
inevitable the establishment of proper 
diplomatic relations with Germany 
may become. the deep feeling of so 
many Jews on this painful matter will 
make it impossible to take such action 
other than slowly.

Benedict was another conductor 
who was associated for a time with 
the Liverpool Philharmonic Society. 

Sir George Henschel (1850-1934), 
pre-eminently a conductor, but also a 
fine singer and a composer, was born 
in Germany, but made his fame in 
Britain, where he achieved outstanding 
distinction as an interpreter of the 
highest forms of the art of music. He 
established what became known as the 
London Symphony Concerts. He also 
became detached from Judaism. 

Sir Landon Ronald (1873-1938) was 
the son of a vocalist known as Henry 
Russell, who abbreviated his surname 
by detaching therefrom the family 
name of Isaacs. Russell (1812-1900) 
composed three British patriotic songs 
which have stood the test of time and 
have attained a permanent place 
among songs of their kind: “ Cheer, 
Boys, Cheer,” “Life on the Ocean 
Wave,” and “To the West, to the 
Land of the Free.” Landon Ronald, 

composer of many songs of much 
felicity, became one of the leading and 
most popular of orchestral conductors, 
an accompanist at the piano of unsur- 
passed art.strv. and pur excellence an 
exponent of the orchestral music of 
Edward Elgar. He became Principal 
of the Guildhall Schoo! of Music, 
London. Ronald had a strong sense 
of Jewish humour and was well known 
socially in Jewish circles 

Sir Frederic Cowen (1852-1935) was 
born in the West Indies and settled in 
London. He was a comoposer of merit 
in many fields of composition; his 
song-writing and orchestral move- 
ments of delicate fantasy show him at 
his best as a composer. Among his 
choral works may be mentioned a 
cantata, “ Ruth.” in which he intreo- 
duced a traditional Jewish liturgical 
theme. He became a conductor of 
both the Livernool Phi'harmonic 
Society and the Hallé Orchestra. Man- 
chester. Cowen identified himself fu'ly 
with the Jewish community and was 
one of the odivd catore of the Jewisn 
CHRONICLE Music Festival. 


simply as Mendelssohn, is outstanding. 
His Oratorio “ Elijah,” still one of the 
best-known and most frequently per- 
formed of any works in that form, 
was produced in Birmingham in 1847. 
and influenced the trend of “ sacred 
music’ in this country to an enor- 
mous extent. No Jew who has had 
musical associations with Britain has 
attained to the position of Mendels- 
sohn as a composer. He was a pupil 
of Ignaz Moscheles, himself Jewish, 
who was a disciple of Beethoven, and 
became a conductor of the Concerts 
of the Philharmonic Society (of 
London). 

The case of Max Bruch, who for a 
short period in the eighties of the last 
century conducted the Liverpool Phil- 
harmonic Society, is peculiar. Apart 
from his Violin Concerto, his be 
known work is his setting of Kol 
Nidrei for cello and orchestra, which 
somewhat incongruously, but music- 
ally quite acceptably, modulates into 
a Jewish theme associated with the 
Festivals, and perhaps less well known 
is his fine arrangement of the Macca- 
bean hymn “ Maoz Tsur.” the melodic 
line of which is according to the 
Central European rather than the 
Anglo-Jewish version. but of course it 
is readily recognisable by all. It is 
understood that Bruch denied Jewish 
origin. It is curious that he should 
have resorted with success to a fo'k- 
music which, as he alleged he was not 
Jewish origin, was not his own. There 
the matter at present must rest.

RTRAIT OF MA 
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JEWISH LIFE IN 


A.J.A. President on New 
Religious Plans 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. R. N. Carvalho, President of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, who has 
just returned from a visit to the 
United States, spoke of the réle of the 
A.J.A. in Jewish life, here and on 
the Continent of Europe, when he 
addressed the A.J.A. Council at 
Woburn House, London, last week. 

Thanking the Council for having. re- 
elected him President for another year, 
Mr. Carvalho remarked that it was not 
his intention to see the liquidation of 
the A.J.A. in Jewi:h life. 

“More than ever be.ore is our point 
of view and method of working necessary 
both for the Anglo-Jewish communily 
and Jews elsewhere,” he stated. 


Urgent Problems 


Commenting on his discussions with 
the leaders of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, and of the Alliance Israelite 
Universelle, who visited the United States 
at bhe same time, on “ plans tor religious, 
educational, and cultural work in Europe 
arising out of the Jewish Consultauve 
Conierence,” held in London last June, 
ihe President said that for the Jewish 
communities in Europe those were “ viial 
and urgent problems.”” Ihe A.J.C., the 
Alliance, and the A.J.A. would do all 
they could to help to solve some of them. 

* This will have the result of providing 
the means of cons.ructive religious and 
educational life and will also be another 
step towards welding the Jews of Europe 
into a family of communities,” he stated. 
“We do not wish to establih soime- 
thing in defiance of or in opposition to 
any other organisation, and we are having 
therefore, consultations on the highest 
and widest levels before approving any 
plans.” 

Mr. Carvalho said that his overriding 
impression of American Jewry was “ one 
of the real benevolence of the community, 
public as well as private, From our 
Standpoint it is unorganised or over- 
organised, which you will. There is no 
co-ordination and intense competition— 
very Significantly there is no J&WISH 
CHRONICLE, although there are very good 
literary papers, because the size of the 
community makes it impossible for one 
paper to cover it all The leaders are 
well-informed, but I thought the rank and 
file surprisingly ignorant of conditions in 
other countries, and the outstanding char- 
acteristic of them all is an intense wish 
to do good and a real desire 1o be advised 
how good should be done. There i 
tremendous potentiality in the American 
community and I believe it is being har- 
nessed,”* he stated. 

Praising the work of the Claims Con- 
ference-—whose mectings he had attended 
—the President added that the work of 
the conference was “an example of the 
kind of ad hoc co-operation that we of 
the A.J.A. believe is the right way for 
Jewish bodies to collaborate.” The con- 
ference, he added, seemed to have found 
its feet at last. 

In conclusion the President referred to 
the fact that for the first time for many 
months no reference had been made in 
his statement to the situation in the 
Middle East. This, he explained, was
